NEW YORK I After a plane struck the first 
World Trade Center tower on Sept. 11, 2001, 
callers from the top floors of the neighboring 
tower were told by police to remain where 
they were. 

The transcripts of phone calls and radio 
transmissions made by Port Authority 
employees inside the Twin Towers were 
released Thursday, providing the first look 
at the extraordinarily difficult decisions 
faced by occupants of the towers and Port 


Authority personnel as they struggled to 
respond to the attack. 

Last week, a judge ordered the Port 
Authority to release the transcripts at the 
request of The New York Times. 

The transcripts elicited mixed emo- 
tions among family members; some 
were angered by their release while oth- 
ers believed they will be helpful in try- 
ing to determine what happened, (ap)

N. Korea 
Promises 
Nuke Test 

U.S. reaffirms intention 
to see weapons eliminated 

WASHINGTON | Rejecting U.S. disarmament 
demands. North Korea said Thursday it will 
prove to the world that it possesses nuclear 
weapons by carrying out a nuclear test, a 
U.S. government official said. 

At a six-nation meeting in China that 
included the United States, North Korean 
Deputy Foreign Minister Kim Yong II also 
said, according to the U.S. official, that his 
country has the means to deliver nuclear 
weapons, an apparent ref- 
erence to its highly- devel- 
oped missile program. 

The State Department 
declined comment except 
to reiterate that the U.S. 
goal is to focus on “the 
complete, verifiable and 
irreversible elimination” 
of North Korea’s nuclear program. 

Wie Sung-rak, director-general of the 
South Korean Foreign Ministry’s North 
American Affairs Bureau, injected a posi- 
tive note, saying more talks probably will be 
held after current talks end Friday. 

U.S. intelligence has not found signs 
that North Korea is preparing a nuclear 
test, said a U.S. defense official, speaking 
on condition of anonymity. But such a test 
would presumably be underground, so pre- 
paratory work would be difficult to detect.

Lone survivor of 
Chicago warehouse 
attack describes scene 

CHICAGO I Eduardo Sanchez had just 
arrived at the auto -parts warehouse 
where he worked when he heard a 
familiar voice behind him, offering 
a choice: 

“Do you want me to tie you up, or 
do you want to die?” 

The voice belonged to Salvador 
Tapia, a co-worker who had been 
fired six months earlier. 

“I said, ‘Tie me up.’ I didn’t want 
to die,” said Sanchez. 

In an interview Thursday, a day 
after Tapia’s rampage, Sanchez 
described a nightmare scene of bod- 
ies and blood, and told of the guilt he 
felt at not being able to warn his co- 
workers at Windy City Core Supply. 

Tapia used a piece of rope to tie 
Sanchez to a railing, where he was

forced to listen as Tapiakilled the men 
one by one as they arrived for work. 

At one point, Tapia returned to 
within sight of Sanchez. Sanchez said 
Tapia shot himself three times, fell 
to the ground, then stood back up. 

Police said they were looking into 
whether Tapia shot himself, in addi- 
tion to being shot by police. They 
were awaiting the medical examin- 
er’s findings.

ATLANTA — More than 50 members 
of a cartel believed to be respon- 
sible for up to a third of the drugs 
smuggled from Mexico to the 
United States have been captured 
across the South in the last week, 
authorities said Thursday.

The Truth and Reconciliation 
Commission’s nine-volume 
report, delivered to the govern- 
ment Thursday, said the conflict 
was exacerbated by deep racism and 
a fundamental misunderstanding 
of the highland Indians who com- 
prised most of the victims. 

Commissioner Gasten Garatea 
said the names of more than 
100 officers incriminated in 
human rights abuses and the evi- 
dence against them will be given 
to prosecutors. 

The 12-member Truth and 
Reconciliation Commission was 
formed in June 2001 to shed light 
on the atrocities that occurred from 
May 1980 to November 2000 dur- 
ing the fighting between govern- 
ment security forces, leftist rebels 
and civilians. Most of the battles 
happened in remote Andean areas.

WASHINGTON | Idling for months, 
the economy finally shifted into a 
higher gear in the second quarter as 
consumers and businesses bought 
more and the federal government 
ramped up military spending. The 
improvement reinforced the belief 
that the economy will pick up speed 
through the rest of the year. 

The broadest measure of the 
economy’s performance, gross 
domestic product, grew at an annu- 
al rate of 3.1 percent in the April to 
June quarter, according to revised 
figures released Thursday by the 
Commerce Department. 


That was faster than the 2.4 
percent growth rate first estimat- 
ed a month ago and came after two 
straight quarters of lackluster eco- 
nomic growth. GDP measures the 
value of all goods and services pro- 
duced within the United States. 

Separately, new claims for unem- 
ployment benefits rose by 3,000 
to 394,000 last week, the Labor 
Department said. Some of the 
increase may be related to people 
who had to delay filing applications 
because of the massive blackout in 
the Northeast and Midwest, ana- 
lysts said.

Thirteen’ cautions 
against the pitfalls of 
modern adolescence 

FILM I In the arty exploitation flick 
“Thirteen,” first-time director Catherine 
Hardwicke cranks up the volume to max- 
imum shriek. 

A story of a Valley girl gone bad, the 
film energetically samples both the clas- 
sic juvenile delinquent movie that’s as 
much a romp as a cautionary tale, and 
the emotionally damp after-school spe- 
cial about cross-generational confusion, 
then whips them up into a frenzy. 

Tracy (Evan Rachel Wood) is a tenta- 
tive girl with long, reedy limbs, a veritable 
baby next to the school’s reigning babe, 
Evie Zamora (Nikki Reed), a sly, sultry 
beauty who looks like she was dreamed 
up by Jail Bait Quarterly. 

Beauty and the beast in one, Evie 
is a classic femme fatale and monster 
manipulator. Evie knows what she 
wants (power); Tracy thinks she knows 
(popularity). 

The new girl wants something else, too 
— another female to cling to instead of 
her mother, Melanie (Holly Hunter). 

When kids go wild at the movies 
there’s usually a moral at the end of the 
freakout. In “Thirteen,” a couple of char- 
acters take an emotional beating, but 
it’s happily free of the usual cant where 
everyone takes responsibility while no 
one takes any blame. 

Giggly, giddy and terrifying, Tracy 
and her new pack nip at one another like 
she-wolves yet they’re never less than real 
teens. Hardwicke has an eye for detail 
verging on the anthropological, and she 
gets these kids’ lives down. 

Only audiences who have been locked 
inside a bomb shelter for the past 50 
years will be shocked by what happens 
in “Thirteen.” Still, its ferocious energy 
and lead performances make it many cuts 
above most big- screen soap operas. 

Even if you don’t remember what it’s 
like to be a kid — surging with hormones, 
high on freedom, desperately sad, des- 
perately happy — the movie shoves it 
back in your face, manohla dargis

FILM I The tail has been gleeful- 
ly wagging on HBO for 12 weeks 
going on 13 and now the dog has 
finally arrived.

PERSONALITY | Comedian David 
Spade was born in 1964 and, like 
many of his generation, grew up 
with television. 

“I was a classic dopey, TV-watch- 
ing kid,” Spade says. “I watched all 
those stupid shows.” 

Spade grew up to become a 
stand-up comic and actor; he didn’t 
spend much time thinking about 
the TV shows of his youth.

Don’t let a standard 
homeowners’ policy 
take you by surprise 

INSURANCE I Let’s say atree falls on 
your house. The roof, of course, is 
history, but so too is your prized col- 
lection of Beatles records. No sweat, 
you think; you’ve got insurance. 

Not so fast. You might be in for 
an unpleasant surprise. 

Standard homeowners’ policies 
pay “replacement cost” for damage 
to the house, but pay “actual cash 
value” for the stuff inside. 

If you have a “replacement cost” 
policy, the insurer will decide how 
much to pay by figuring out the 
cost to replace your property with 
material of the same kind and qual- 
ity, with no deduction for depreci- 
ation. 

If you have an “actual cash value” 
policy, the insurance company will 
deduct depreciation. That can mean 
a check for far less than what it will 
take to repair or replace your dam- 
aged or lost items. 

Actual- cash-value policies are 
standard, with replacement- cost 
coverage offered as an option. The 
longer you own your house or per- 
sonal property, the more deprecia- 
tion becomes an issue and replace- 
ment-cost coverage becomes more 
important. 

Many insurers offer some lev- 
els of replacement- cost coverage, 
so check to see what is covered 
and what limits exist. Some limit 
or exclude items such as business 


property, film, tapes, cassettes, 
records, art, memorabilia or col- 
lectibles. Still, for a few additional 
dollars you often can get special 
coverage for them. 

Insurers suggest homeown- 
ers determine the value of pos- 
sessions by creating an inventory, 
and then keep the inventory in a 
safe-deposit box. While some hom- 
eowners document large items on 
videotape, a written inventory is 
crucial for small items detailing 
make, model, price paid, location 
and date of purchase. 

Also, insurers suggest written 
appraisals for jewelry, along with 
photographs, be stored with your 
inventories.

Dentists adapt office 
atmosphere to soothe 
drill-weary patients 

H E A LT H I When it comes to her den- 
tist appointments, Anne Baldwin 
knows the drill. 

Before the workbegins, she grabs 
a Diet Pepsi from the office refriger- 
ator and a snack from the waiting- 
room table. A hand-picked movie 
or a few minutes in the massage 
chair helps her calm down before 
the dentist is ready. 

Baldwin looks forward to her 
trips to Advanced Dental in Berlin, 
Conn. “One of the main reasons I 
started going there was the envi- 
ronment,” Baldwin said. “It doesn’t 
look or feel like a stereotypical den- 
tal office.” 

For Baldwin, who endured 
years of foul-smelling dentist 
offices and out-of-date waiting- 
room magazines, the atmosphere 
at Advanced Dental is a breath of 
fresh air. To help patients relax, 
assistants burn scented candles 
and there is soothing music. It’s 
their way of treating patients to a 
form of “spa dentistry,” which aims 
to distract the fearful. 

Dental spas from Beverly Hills 
to Berlin offer patients incentives 
like paraffin hand treatments, hot 


towels and refreshments at no addi- 
tional cost. 

At the Atlanta Center for 
Cosmetic Dentistry, the spa expe- 
rience is quite advanced. 

Oak paneling and oil paintings 
hang on brightly colored walls. 
Center staffbake fresh chocolate chip 
cookies and greet patients wearing 
designer suits instead of scrubs. 

Still, underneath the vibrating 
“zen chairs,” the first priority is 
dentistry, said center spokeswom- 
an Laurie Hare. 

“We’ve gone a step beyond, but I 
don’t think we’re more of a spa than 
a dentist,” she said. 

This extravagant style of care is 
a far cry from practices of the past, 
said American Dental Association 
spokeswoman Dr. Kimberly Harms. 
Twenty years ago, dentists offered 
little more than a complimentary 
toothbrush and a packet of floss. 

“It’s been a slow transition,” 
Harms said. “Dentists have been 
focusing on the people attached to 
the teeth. You do everything you can 
to make the customer comfortable 
in the chair.” 

The amenities help quell the 
anxiety that keeps patients away 
from the dentist, she said. That 
means more business for dentists 
and fewer toothaches for patients.

HEALTH I Sprawling suburbs that 
make it harder for people to get 
around without a car may help 
fuel obesity: Americans who live 
in the most sprawling counties 
tend to weigh six pounds more 
than their counterparts in the 
most compact areas. 

Adding to the sprawl concern: 
Pedestrians and bicyclists are much 
more likely to be killed by passing 
cars here than in parts of Europe 
where cities are engineered to 
encourage physical activity — and 


whose residents typically are skin- 
nier and live longer than the aver- 
age American. 

Those are conclusions of major 
new studies being published 
Thursday that call on urban plan- 
ners and zoning commissions to 
consider public health in design- 
ing neighborhoods. 

“How you build things influenc- 
es health in a much more pervasive 
way than I think most health pro- 
fessionals realize,” said Dr. Richard 
Jackson of the Centers for Disease 


Control and Prevention, who helped 
edit the research, published in the 
American Journal of Public Health 
and American Journal of Health 
Promotion. 

“Look at many new suburbs — 
there are not any sidewalks at all. 
. . . The result is we just don’t walk,” 
added John Pucher of Rutgers 
University, who uncovered the 
U.S. -European disparities that 
CDC’s Jackson called shocking. 

There is growing recognition 
that ever-fatter Americans’ ten- 


dency to be sedentary is at least 
partially due to an environment 
that discourages getting off the 
couch and out of the car. 

Rutgers University urban plan- 
ner Reid Ewing rated the amount 
of sprawl in 448 counties that sur- 
round metropolitan areas and then 
tracked CDC data on the health of 
200,000 area residents. 

All other factors being equal, 
each extra degree of sprawl meant 
extra weight, less walking and a 
little more high blood pressure, he 


concluded. Someone living in the 
most sprawling county — Geauga 
County outside Cleveland — would 
weigh 6.3 pounds more than if that 
same person lived in the most com- 
pact area, Manhattan. 

The nation’s most compact areas 
were New York City; San Francisco 
County; Jersey City, N.J.’s Hudson 
County; Philadelphia; and Boston’s 
Suffolk County. 

Most sprawling were outly- 
ing counties of Southeast and 
Midwest metro areas: Cleveland’s 
Geauga; Goochland County out- 
side Richmond, Va.; and Clinton 
County near Lansing, Mich, lauran
